The white baud on tlie nnderside of the secondaries is mueli narrower than 
in the specimens he figures, and tlie black 8 ])ot at the anal angle is almost entirely 
wanting. Otherwise the sj)ecimens agree very well with his description and figure.

d. rpperstdc: both wings white. Anterior wings witli the costal margin 
narrowly Idack, and tlie apex and outer margin more narrowly black than in 
t). rallistratt% Gr.-Sm.,')^but not dusted with grey scales as in that species : two 
siibaincal white streaks in the black area, l^osterior wings, with the outer margin 
from the anal angle:(to a little above the discoida) nervnle black, rather more 
narrowly so than in»/^. calUistr(fte^ and the inner edge of tlu* black area more sharply 
defined than in that si)ecies. 

riffhr.side : anterior wings, with the costa, ai)cx and outer margin much more 
nar) ()wly black than in l>. ralUstrate^ with a row of spots in the black area, of whic-h 
tlie th roe n])j)ermost are j)ale 3 'ellow, and the others white, l^osterior wings, with 
the basal tliird pale yellow, tlie black band as on the npj)ersido, but mucli narrower 
than the black band of J). calliMrate., a row of Innular s]>ots in the black hand, hut 
tour only in number, and more orange in colour. 

?. Eppt^rsi(/e : both wings differ from the same sex of D. callistrate in being 
whiter and the dark areas hlaekor ; the uj)])er part of the black area on the anterior 
wings towards tlie apex does not apj)ioaeli so closely to tlie cell, and on the posterior 
wings the inner i-dge of tlie dark area is less (!iirve<l. 

I uf/rr.si(/e : both wings with tiicdark areas much blacker. On tlie anterior wings 
the snbapical sjiots are yellow and white as in tlie instead of all yellow as ia 

call i Jit rate, uni] on t he jiosterior wings the outer half is black with a snhmarginal 
row of narrow orange hinnies extending from tlie ajiex to the anal angle, of which 
the second and tliird from the apex are almost obsolete; the basal third is pale 
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yellow. Ill D, callUfnttr only the onter fonith of the jio.sterior wings is greyish 
black, anil tlie siibmarginal liiniiles are yellow, )n’oa<ler and nearly iinifVjrra in size, 
tiie basal three-fourtlis of the wings being yellow.

d, Ujijterside : closely resembles D. .r eli ant he,hwi the inner edge of tlie black 
areas on both wings is less regular, being indented between the veins, esjiecially on 
the jiosteriov wings. 

Ujidersidr: anterior wings as in D. xella Hike ^hvii tinged with yellow towards 
the base. Posterior wings bright yellow, becoming paler towards the apex, wliere 
there are two snbmargiual orange spots forming a continuation of the vow of orange 
Innnles in the black outer-marginal area. 

?. Ujfperside rather yellowish white, with the outer-marginal black areas 
considerabl}' narrower than in />. xeliantln\ and indented on the inner edges. On 
the underside the outer-marginal black areas are also much narrower, and on the 
])Ostenor wings tlie basal tliree-fonrths is yellow, shading to whitish towards the 
a])ex.

J. rpperskh differs from U.gahia Poisd., in both wings being more yellowish 
white. On the anterior wings the costal and a])ical areas are blacker, and the black 
outer-marginal area extends rather ])roa<lly to the inner margin. On tlie posterior 
wings tlie onter black band is wider. 

Underside: anterior wings scarcely differ from those of l>, (jaldax on the 
]MJsterior wings the marginal black band is wider at the apex, an<l in it there 
is a row of narrow indistinct orange Innnles ; the basal tliree-fonrths ot the wings is 
rather brighter orange yellow. * 

?. Uppcrside with the marginal black bands of both wings wider than in 
l>. (jabia^ and there are no ])ale s])ots in the black area towards the a]>ex ot the 
anterior wings.

The sha]>e of the wings of both sexes differs from !>, yabia^ being less produced 
at the ajiex of the anterior wings, and broader in the jiosterior wings. 

4. Mycalesis Valeria sp. nov. 

J. I'pperside : blackish brown : anterior wings with two black <i)ots on the 
disc, centred by a white dot, one before the apex, the other between the two lowest 
median nervules; the white band which crosses the disc, on the underside, is faintl} 
visible through the wings. Posterior wings with the disc crossed Irom the middle 
of the costal margin to the low^est median nervnle by a broad transverse white band 
which is widest on the costa and somewhat narrower at its termination, below which 
on either side of the lowest me<lian nervnle arc two black spots centred by a 
white dot. 
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Um/ersi(/t*: closely resembles 6ard(fra (Jr.-Sm., but on tlie anterior wings 
the wliite bjiiul across the tlisc is rather narrower, and on the posterior wings is 
rather broader : on the posterior wings the spots in the discal ro\v of oeelli are 
larger, and those on cither side of the lowest median nervnle are surrounded by 
broad orange rings. 

?, Vppersii/e: ])aler than the malc\ anterior wdngs with a broad wliite band 
w'hicli crosses the middle of the dise from the iipjier median nervnle, where it is 
narrowest, to tlie inner margin where it is broadest, duste<l wdtli brown scales 
between the median nervnies : the two discal spots as in the viale. Posterior wnngs 
with the white band as in the inale, but wider and more didnsed and extending 
down to the spots on either side of the lowest median nervnle, where it becomes 
tawny and contliient \vith the orange rings round the last-named sjiots. 

Un(/ersi(fe: as in the male^ but the \vhite bands are broader, and the spots in 
the middle of the row" of ocelli crossing the disc are nearly obsolete. 

Ex])ause of wings : c?, 44 mm. ; ?, 50 mm. 

A very beautiful insect; on the underside it closely resembles J/. barbura, 

5. Hypochiysops alix sp. nov. 

d. Vpperside : both wings resemble IL theon Feld., but darker blue ; on the 
anterior wings the apical area is less broadly black, and the pale area along the lower 
side of the cell is nearly obsolete ; on the posterior wings the costal area is grey 
instead of white. 

Underside: anterior wings with the pale area more restricted and more sordid 
white, the outer margin more broadly browmish grvy ; the metallic markings along 
the costa nearly obsolete, and restricted to two parallel metallic streaks on either 
side of the cell, and an indication of the prolongation of the same as a double row 
from the ends of the subcostal and median nervnres to near the outer margin ; 
a snbmarginal row of metallic spots along the outer margin. On the posterior 
wings the w hite horizontal baud before the middle is narrow^er, the black bars on 
the disc are broader, and the metallic scales w"hich ocenpy the interspaces are green 
instead of bine as in 7/. fbeon,

(). Hypochiysops rufinus Gr.-Sm, 

?, Up]iersidc : both wings rnfons browm, excej)t the outer half of the posterior 
wings, w^hich is bright fnlvons. 

Undei'side: as in the male. 

Expanse of wings : 23 mm. 

I may be wrong in describing this insect as the female of 77. rnjinus Gr.-8m. 
The specimen is much rubbed on the underside, and I have had difficulty in 
comparing the spots and markings. It may be proved hereafter to be a distinct 
species.

?, Upperside: anterior wings brownish grey, with the base, lower part of the 
cell, the area at the base of the median nervnies, and below them to the inner 
margin, pale iridescent bine. Posterior wings dnller brownish grey, with the basal 
half pale iridescent bine. 
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Urifieraide : iiiilcrior wings pfile cinereous brown witli ;i dnrk patch extending 
over the middle of the disc ; tin* cell costal area to the ajK?x, and thence broadly 
along the outcT niargin, and a mw of spots in the dark patch, oclircons, two streaks 
along the costa, another in tint middle of the cel! curving downwards at its outer 
end, a bar at the end of the cell, several subcostal spots, and a snbmarginal row of 
s|)Ots all metallic bhiisli green, two dark spots below tlie cel! on either side of the 
lowest median nervide, the outer one centred hy ochreous ; a whitish triangidar 
spot before the apex. Ikjstcrior wings witli the shoulder and six bars crossing tlie 
wings bright rufous, a marginal band ]jaler rufous, a streak below the slioulder, and 
the rufous bars bordered by metallic bluish green ; the sixth rufous bar is bordered 
broadly on either side by metallic bars, also bluish gnjen ; tlie <lisc is darker in 
the middle than the rest of the wings ; two spots above the fifth nilbiis bar (which 
is sliort(*r than tlic other bars) and a space beyond it is pale pinkish white ; tlie 
cilia at the ends of the veins arc barred hy lirown, between which they arc pale grey.

Hypochrysops cleonides sp. nov. 

: closely resembles //. cleotiy hut hotli wings are duller grey, and 
the basal blue is likewise duller. 

Undemide: differs from //. cloon on tlie anterior wings in Ijcing paler, and 
there is only one black spot below the cell, situate above the junction of the lowest 
median iicrvule. Posterior wings with markings similar to those in II, cleon^ hut 
tlie fifth bar is bordered outwardly by a metallic line, which is not the case in 
//. cleoti, while the broad metallic band which borders inwardly the sixth rufous 
band of //. clfon is absent ; the discal area is not darker in tlie middle, as in 
//. cleoti^ and the area between the fiftli and sixth bars, whieli is j»inkish white 
in II, clp.on^ is the same colour as the gronnd colour of the rest of tlie wings. There 
is no trace of the cilia being crossed by brown at the ends of the veins.
